The resignations of eleven Southborough Police Officers submitted 
to Ch. Burke by Chief Trioli, the previous evening, Sunday April g5th. 
were discussed at length. Also discussed was the unfavorable publicity, 
and to assure adeauet police protection for the Town and its inhabit- 
ants the State Police be requested to assume the policing of the Town 
immediately. Capt. John P* Sullivan, Eryecutive Officer of the State 
Police was contacted by vhone and requested to augment the policing of 
the Town by state patrolmen. It was further requested that the State 
Police assume the entire responsibility for policing the Town on and 
after April 27, 1948. 

This Board then voted to accept the resignations of the following 
Police Officers: K.C. Ladd, R.G. Howes, R.H. Jackman, F.R. Pessini, 
T.J. Maguire, S.I. Hosmer, H.P. Pendleton, B.B. Derby, E.P. Rossi, 
J.L. Noberini and Chief J. Trioli. In accepting Chief Trioli's re- 
signation we made it contingent upon the turning over of all police 
equipment for which he was responsible. 

In order to forestall, if possible, anyone having criminal designs 
on the Town and for the protection of the Town and its inhabitants

Southborough: The resignation of eleven members of Southborough's 


police force, submitted to the Board of Selectmen Sunday, was accepted 


bp that board at a special meeting held last night. 

The selectmen stated that, in view of the unusual action taken b y 
these eleven police officers in leaving the town unprotected, and the 
unfavorable publicity resulting from statements issued by a spokesman 
for the police group, immediate action toward assurance of adequate 
protection for the townspeople was deemed necessary. 

Through arrangements made last night with Captain John P. Sullivan, 
Executive Officer of the Massachusetts State Police, policing of the 
town last night was augmented by state patrolman. Today the Board of 
Selectmen will complete arrangements to have the entire policing of 
the town taken over by the State Police. 

It originally had been planned, by the Board of Selectmen, to have 
policing of the town taken over by the State Police on May first. At 
a meeting of the police group, held lest Sundey, e portion of the 
police department voted to submit their resignations immediately. 

This unforseen action on the part of a group of police officers 
of the town, according to the Board of Selectmen, has, in the interest 
of protection for the townspeonvle, forced the calling of State Police 


into service at a date earlier than that originally planned,
